Avila’s  Ever-Expanding  Skyline

In  this  day  and  age  when  colleges 
and  universities  are  having  to  cut  back 
on  programs,  facilities,  and  services  in 
a drastic  manner  it  is  most  enthralling 
to  report  that  Avila  College  is  cur- 
rently experiencing  an  unprecendated 
growth  and  expansion.  Two  sterling 
examples  of  this  growth  are  the  two 
magnificent  buildings  now  under  con- 
struction just  north  of  Blasco  Hall. 

The  first  building  is  the  Goppert 
Theatre  which  is  scheduled  to  open  in 
March  of  1974.  When  completed  the 
Goppert  Theatre  will  have  a seating 
capacity  of  about  500,  and  will  be  one  of 
the  finest  cultural  centers  in  Missouri 
and  certainly  the  most  unique  theatre 
in  the  Greater  KC  Meto  area.  The  Gop- 
pert Theatre  will  feature  a thrust  stage. 
In  addition  to  the  thrust  stage  the  Gop- 
pert Theatre  will  feature  the  ultimate 


facilities  for  professional  theatre  and 
Drama.  The  Goppert  Theatre  can  also 
be  used  for  other  important  functions 
like  a Presidential  address.  The  Gop- 
pert Theatre  adds  an  entire  dimension 
to  Avila  College.  The  Goppert  Theatre 
is  so  named  on  account  of  a sub- 
stantial gift  from  the  Goppert  Founda- 
tion. The  Goppert  Foundation  is  a 
family  foundation  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Clarence  Goppert.  Mrs.  Goppert  is  a 
member  of  the  Avila  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  other  structure  is  the  Borserine 
Nurse  Education  Building  which  will 
house  a Nursing  and  Music  Center.  It 
will  contain  nine  new  classrooms,  a 
learning  laboratory  and  a very  large 
multi-purpose  seminar  room  which  can 
be  sectioned  off  into  two  additional 
seminar  rooms.  This  structure  will  also 
house  the  music  and  nursing  faculty 


and  staff  offices.  The  Borserine  Center 
is  so  named  on  account  of  a sub- 
stantial gift  from  Mrs.  Kathleen 
Borserine  and  her  husband,  the  late 
Mr.  Lewis  Borserine.  Mrs.  Borserine  is 
a member  of  Avilas'  Board  of  Counse- 
lors. The  Borserine  Center  should  be 
ready  for  use  by  the  start  of  second 
semester. 

Another  excellent  benefit  derived 
from  this  expansion  is  the  construc- 
tion of  150  new  parking  spaces  which 
should  be  ready  for  immediate  use, 
weather  permitting. 

The  Goppert  Theatre  and  the  Bor- 
serine Center  will  be  connected  by  a 
second  floor  throughway  which  will 
also  contain  a lounge  area  easily  ac- 
cessible to  both  buildings.  A circular 
drive  leading  directly  to  the  front  of 
Goppert  Theatre  will  also  be  con- 


structed to  be  of  convenience  to  the 
patrons  of  the  Goppert  Theatre. 

The  total  cost  of  the  tandem  struc- 
ture is  $1,821,050.  In  addition  to  the 
private  gifts  the  financing  of  the  two 
structures  was  made  possible  by 
Federal  Grants  from  the  U.  S.  Office  of 
Education  and  the  National  Institutes 
of  Health,  both  of  HEW  and  the 
numerous  contributions  generously 
donated  by  civic  minded  individuals, 
business  corporations,  alumnae,  and 
friends  of  Avila  College. 

In  the  very  near  future  another  addi- 
tion will  be  added  to  the  distinctive 
skyline  of  Avila,  the  Henry  A Bund- 
schu  Library  which  will  be  located 
southeast  of  O'Reilly  Hall. 

The  formal  dedication  for  the  Gop- 
pert Theatre  and  Borserine  Center  will 
be  in  the  Spring  of  1974.

At  this  point  in  time,  the  Student 
Steering  Committee  is  working  on  a 
Formal  Budget.  Each  department  of 
SSC  requesting  funds  had  to  submit  a 
budget  to  the  Financial  Coordinator. 
The  budgets  are  to  be  presented,  dis- 
cussed and  voted  on  at  the  regular 
meeting. 

The  Coordinator  of  Resident  Affairs 
is  in  the  process  of  setting  up  a Dorm 
Government.

accountability  in  a college,  the  struc- 
ture of  college  operations,  and  the  stu- 
dent government  as  a formulator  of 
learning  outside  of  the  formal  educa- 
tion of  the  college.  The  afternoon 
session  began  with  a group  with  three 
concurrent  sessions  of  Campus  Politics 
(chaired  by  Tom  Gill),  Student 
Activities  and  Personal  Issues.

Work  for 
Social  Justice.

On  Sunday  evening,  September  23 
and  Monday  morning  the  24,  we  were 
privileged  to  have  Sister  Annabelle 
Raiche  on  our  campus.  Sister  is  from  St. 
Paul.  Minnesota  and  is  a member  ofthe 
general  staff  of  the  Sisters  of  St. 
Joseph.  Sister  Annabelle  was  one  of  a 
group  of  priests  and  sisters  who  were 
arrested  and  put  in  jail  for  two  weeks 
this  past  August  in  Fresno,  California 
for  picketting  in  behalf  of  the  United 
Farm  Workers.  Sister  said  that  a 
person  could  never  know  what  it  means 
to  be  in  jail  unless  he  actually 
experienced  it.  Not  that  the  treatment 
was  cruel  (although  the  Chicano 
women  incarcerated  with  the  sisters  re- 
ported that  their  treatment  was  better 
with  the  sisters  there,  then  it  had  been 
the  other  times  they  were  arrested),  but 
that  it  was  irritating  and  dehumaniz- 
ing in  many  ways.  However,  one  thing 
that  struck  Sister  Annabelle  was  the 
feeling  of  freedom  that  exists  when  a 
person  doesn't  possess  anything  but 
the  clothes  on  his  back.  The  deep  faith 
of  the  Chicanos  was  also  a sign  of 
Christ’s  presence  in  the  jail. 

The  pnests,  sisters  and  Chicanos 
were  witnessing  to  the  efforts  of  the 
United  Farm  Workers  in  their  struggle 
for  justice  — both  social  and  racial. 
What  can  we  do  to  help  our  Chicano 
brothers  get  the  right  of  self-determina- 
tion in  choosing  the  Union  to  represent 
them  and  to  help  them  overcome  racial 
prejudice? 


1.  For  one  thing,  we  can  help  in  the 
boycott  of  head  lettuce  and  table  grapes 
by  not  eating  them  unless  we  are  sure 
they  were  picked  by  the  United  Farm 
Workers.  Ask  to  see  the  Black  Eagle 
insignia  on  the  packing  boxes  at  your 
store  or  in  the  cafeteria. 

2.  Ask  your  supermarket  manager 
and  the  school  food  service  to  stock 
only  United  Farm  Workers  lettuce  and 
grapes. 

3.  Do  not  shop  at  A & P or  Safeway. 
The  UFW  is  boycotting  these  stores  as 
the  two  largest  chains  who  do  not  buy 
UFW  picked  produce. 

Very  few  people  actually  rely  on  head 
lettuce  and  grapes  to  keep  alive.  Let’s 
help  the  cause  of  justice  by  boycotting 
those  products.

Bob  Rehder  is  the  Coordinator  of 
Student  Life  at  Avila  College.  Well, 
now  that  we  have  established  that . . . 

The  best  approach 
to  word  answering  that  question  is  a 
statement  of  what  the  position 
involves. 


To  begin  with,  Bob  is  in  charge  of 
‘Housing’  on  campus.  He  organizes 
resident  affairs.  This  alone  is  a full 
time  job.  Working  along  side  of  him  are 
‘Bobby’s  Girls’,  formally  known  as 
R.A.'s  (Resident  Assistants)  who  are 
according  to  the  RADAR  report,  “vital 
to  resident  affairs  because  they  are  the 
closest  link  to  the  students.”

Gamma  Rays 
at  Avila

Opening  this  year’s  season  at  the 
Actor’s  Laboratory  Theatre  will  be 
Paul  Zindel’s  play  “The  Effect  of 
Gamma  Rays  on  Man  in  the  Moon 
Marigolds.” 

The  play  is  a comedy-drama  en- 
compassing many  contrasting  aspects 
of  the  human  condition.  In  his  intro- 
duction, Zindel  says  about  Marigolds 
“I  suspect  it  is  autobiographical.”  He 
wrote  the  play  with  his  mother  in  mind. 

It  is  about  their  relationship  and  her 
wild  schemes  to  make  money  that 
somehow  never  materialized. 

Marigolds  won  the  Pulitzer  Prize  for 
drama  and  the  New  York  Drama 
Critics  Circle  Award.  It  was  first  pre- 
sented in  New  York  City  in  April  1970 
starring  Sada  Thompson  and  Pamela 
Payton  Wright. 

Zindel’s  works  have  enjoyed  great 
success  in  recent  years.  The  plays 
include  “Miss  Reardon  Drinks  a Little” 
and  “Let  Me  Hear  You  Whisper.”  His 
novels  include  I Never  Loved  Your 
lyjunj  and  M^—liarllng.  Mv.  Ham- 
burger. 

When  asked  why  he  suggested  the 
play,  director,  Dr.  William  J.  Louis  re- 
plied “I  like  to  present  classic  examples 
of  good  art.”  Marigolds  is  a fine 
example  of  contemporary  American 
Drama  that  presents  many  relevant  as- 
pects of  modern  life.  “It  reflects  the  ten- 
sions of  the  modern  world  as 
experienced  by  some  families.  It  is  a dif- 
ficult show  to  do,”  Dr.  Louis  com- 
mented, “because  it  is  a mixture  of 
comedy  and  pathos.”  The  cast  of  5 
women  include  Lori  Cackler  as 
Beatrice,  Brenda  Harden  as  Tillie, 
Nina  Furst  as  Ruth,  Colorado  Gins- 
berg as  Nanny  and  Lynn  Beachner  as 
Janice  Vikers.  The  small  number  gives 
an  opportunity  for  more  individual 
work  with  each  actress. 


The  play  explores  the  hopelessness 
and  despair  of  life  without  purpose,  but 
with  the  comedy  that  arises  from 
character  and  situation.

'Blume  in  Love 9

This  movie  could  signify  the  return  of 
love  and  romanticism  in  the  motion 
picture  industry.

Now  if  you  are  the  practical  type,  you 
can  save  money  and  get  your  exercise 
at  the  same  time  by  walking  or,  as  we 
referred  to  it,  going  by  autofoot.  Being 
able  to  window  shop  along  the  way  or 
viewing  the  sights  as  solid  objects  in- 
stead of  continuous  blurs  are  a few  of 
the  benefits  to  be  derived  by  utilizing 
this  mode  of  traveling.

TEST  DATES  FOR  NATIONAL 
TEACHER  EXAMINATIONS  AN- 
NOUNCED 

Princeton,  New  Jersey,  September 
10.  College  seniors  preparing  to  teach 
school  are  required  to  take  the  Na- 
tional Teacher  Examinations  on  any  of 
the  four  different  test  dates  announced 
today  by  Educational  Testing  Service, 
a nonprofit,  educational  organization 
which  prepares  and  administers  this 
testing  program. 

New  dates  for  the  testing  of  prospec- 
tive teachers  are:  November  10,  1973, 
and  January  26,  April  6,  and  July  20, 
1974.  The  tests  will  be  given  at  nearly 
500  locations  throughout  the  United 
States,  ETS  said. 

Results  of  the  National  Teacher 
Examinations  are  used  by  many  large 
school  districts  as  one  of  several  factors 
in  the  selection  of  new  teachers  and  by 
several  states  for  certification  or  licen- 
sing of  teachers.  Some  colleges,  Avila  is 
one,  also  requires  all  seniors  preparing 
to  teach  to  take  the  examinations.  The 
school  systems  and  state  departments 
of  education  which  use  the  examina- 
tion results  are  listed  in  an  NTE  leaflet 
entitled  Score  Users,  enclosed  in  your 
application  form. 

On  each  full  day  of  testing,  prospec- 
tive teachers  take  the  Common 
Examinations  which  measure  their 
professional  preparation  and  general 
educational  background  and  an  Area 
Examination  which  measures  their 
mastery  of  the  subject  they  expect  to 
teach. 

Prospective  teachers  should  contact 
the  school  systems  in  which  they  seek 
employment,  or  their  colleges,  for 
specific  advice  on  which  examinations 
to  take  and  on  which  dates  they  should 
be  taken. 

The  Bulletin  of  Information  for 
Candidates  contains  a list  of  test 
centers,  and  information  about  the 
examinations,  as  well  as  a Registra- 
tion Form.  Copies  may  be  obtained 
from  college  placement  officers,  school 
personnel  departments,  or  directly 
from  National  Teacher  Examinations, 
Box  911,  Educational  Testing  Service, 
Princeton,  New  Jersey  08540. 

Application  forms  are  available  from 
Mrs.  Genny  Lambert,  Education  Of- 
fice. The  November  and  April  Exams 
are  given  at  UMKC.

None  the  less  . . . whatever  your  concept  may  involve . . . Pic- 
ture an  Atom.  Once  this  concept  has  been  firmly  implanted  with- 
in our  minds  we  can  begin  to  discover  many  new  things.  Let  us 
briefly  recall  a few  of  the  important  properties  of  the  atom,  it  has 
a nucleus,  which  is  the  center  or  core  of  it’s  being.  It  has  different 
energy  levels  which  contain  various  orbitals,  and  it  has  particles 
of  great  energy  called  electrons  which  circulate  the  nucleus  at 
different  times  and  in  different  directions.
